The Rough March the Troops Have Before 
Them—Silow Progress. 

Saco Crrxx, Wyo., via Courier to Douglas, 
Wyo., April 20,—[Special.]—Early Monday 
morning Col. Van Horn and his command 
left Fort Kinney in charge of the forty-two 
captured cattlemen, Where they are at pres-. 
ent no one knows. Since Sunday a snow- 
storm has been raging with unabated severity 
and the trail between Fort Kinney and Doug- 
las is in frightful condition. It was the in- 
tention wf the troops to make Powder River 
the Objective point of the first day’s march, 
but it was absolutely impossible to get tar 
ther than Crazy Woman, twenty miles 
from the starting point. There they 
camped Monday night, and if the storm 
is any criterion of that up there 
they did not move a hoof yesterday. This 
morning the weather is clearing and it is prob- 
able that the march will be resumed. If so 
the critical point of the march will be reached 
at Powder River. The military guard is not 
more than 150 mounted men and 500 thor. 
oughly armed and much better equipped set- 
Uers are gathered in that neighborhood de- 
termined to get possession of the forty-two 
cattlemen. It was stated Tuesday morning 
that no better spot for an ambuscade could be 
selected than in tne vicinity of Powder River. 
Cafions and ravines abound and fifty expert 
riflemen could easily pick off the escort and 
prisoners from behind sheltering rocks. The 
cattlemen are being transported in heavy 
wagons drawn by four-horse teams. Even if 
no difficulty be experienced from un attack 
by settlers the march will be a hard one, for

rkings of the Lytle Coal company’s colliery

were engaged in driving a gangway 
170 feet in front.of the main slope, which is 
down 150 yards.

Besides these 
two others, John Buggy and William Bell— 
who were inside at the time and first tried to 
rescue their companions and then, seeing this 
was futile, endeavored to release the mules, 
about ten in number—were caught by the 
water and fied to a high part of the gangway.“ 
where they were imprisoned in what is called 
the saddle of the vein. 

Rescuing parties were at once put at work 
cutting a passageway tot the intervening bar- 
rier to rescue them from a higher level. There 
are supposed to be fifteen feet of solid coal 
between the rescuing party and the men. The 
water that caused the calamity broke in from 
an old working. Two men, W. E. Adams and 
Thomas Davis, were near where the water 
rushed in and made their escape. By means 
of extra pumps that have been rigged up singe 

the accident occurred the water is already fast 
receding. The rescuing party broke through 
and took out William Bell at 10 o’clock.

through the agency of a quotation deal. With 
such rapidity did this suspicion travel that 
it was deemed wise to call a meeting of the 
members and obtain an expression of opinion 
from them. Although it would seem that this 
subject, in the teh years it has been before the 
board and the public, ought to be pretty thor- 
oughly understood, opinion among the 
members as to the best course to pursue is 
still very much mixed, The election of offi- 
cers last January has been construed as mean- 
ing that a majority would like to see freer 
distribution of quotations, but no way of 
doing it was suggested. A dozen different 
schemes have been more or less discussed 
among them, the principal ones being the roe 
lowing:

The devil was beaten around the bush in 
this case, however, and, although the board 
paid the salaries of the employés of the quota- 
tion bureau, it exacted $8,000 a year from the 
Western Union for the use of the quotation-. 
the charge being assessed as rent for floor 
space for instruments put thére for the con- 
venience of members. The board had no ob- 
jection to taking money raised by this subter- 
fuge, though sternly repelling any proposition 
looking to a revenue from the direct sale of 
quotations. The Western Union reimbursed 
itself for the $8,009 by a levy on the public, of 
course, but then the public was ignorant of 
the fact, and the public is not supposed to be 
injured by what it does not know. What 
you don’t know don’t hurt you,“ was the wise 
remark of a rural philosopher. Whether the 
board will draw the nice distinction that con- 
trolled formerly remains to bo seen. The ad- 
vocates of the old policy are many and strong, 
but there is an element, leather-lunged and 
persistent, that will favor putting the quota- 
tions on the open market and getting all the 
money will bring. 

leeling About the Second Plan. 

If the board could find a set of men in whom 
it could place absolute confidence, and at the 
same time be assured of the friendly coépera- 
tion of the Western Union, the second plan 
would be in high favor, for under its opera- 
tion the board could get rid of all responsibil- 
ity about quotations and at the same time ex- 
ercise a restraining influence over their distri- 
bution. It could safely be assumed that par- 
ties who were dependent on the grace of the 
directors of the board for the privileges of the 
floor would do their best to prevent bucket- 
shops from getting ‘the benefit of their work 
to the detriment of the interests of the asso- 
ciation. But, alas, that brace of ifs will 
doubtless be fatal to the favorable considera- 
tion of the scheme. 

The third plan has many friends who were 
satisfied with the old service and do not be- 
lieve it can be improved upon, and many 
ehemies among these who do not want the 
manage- 
ment of collecting and discriminating mar- 
kets. Eight years of that sort of thing was 
enough. 

The element that is opposed to disturbing 
the statu quo’of the quotation question is a 
numerous, strong, and well-generaied mi- 
nority. It embraces those who still cling to 
the theory that the present policy is crushing 
out the bucket-shops; a majority of recciving 
houses, which are opposed to speculafion on 
general principles and think that if there were 
fewer quotations sent out there would be less 
public. gambling; nearly all of the private 
wire concerns, which ate admittedly placed at 
a great advantage over their weaker or less

CONGRESS AND THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

The World’s Fair directors held a meeting 
Tuesday and appointed a committee of seven 
to go to Washington and study the situation 
on the spot. The committee, which was given 


The majority of the directors are in favor of 
an appropriation and not of a loan. They 
think, and they are right in it, that the gov- 
ernment should be a partner in its own enter- 
prise and should furnish money, the need of 
which grows out of the acts of its own author- 
ized agents. ‘They believe that it would be in 
exceedingly bad taste for the United States to 
loan money to its own Exposition and insist on 
taking a mortgage on the receipts and putting 
a custodian in the box-office, 

The committee, however, is not a one-sided 
one. It includes President Baker and two 
other directors who went to Washington, de- 
cided that an appropriation could not be bad, 
and told the House committee that they would 
take a loan. They believe still it is the 
best that can be doue. The remaining mem- 
bers, including Mr. Lyman J. Gage, think 
there ought to be an appropriation, and have 
not given up all hope of securing one. 

If after reaching Washington and looking 
over the ground Mr. Gage and his associates 
become convinced that it is impossible to pass 
a bill with an appropriation in it they will not 
recommend to the friends of the Fair to em- 
bark in a hopeless struggle. Of course the 
United States should put in five million dol- 
lars on the same terms as the City of Chicago 
and the stockholders, but if it is certain that 
the constitutional scruples of Southerners and 
the unfriendliness to Chicago of some East- 
ern members will prevent it then all that re- 
mains is to do the next best thing. The ques- 
tion will not be what Congress ought to do, 
but what it can be got to do. 

If the members of the committee reach the 
conclusion that they cannot get along without 
government aid in some form and that the 
only form in which they can get it is that of a 
loan they will doubtless ask for ome. They 
will look on the interests of the Exposition as 
being of paramount importance and will not 
allow themselves to be governed by their feel- 
ings of irritation at the astonishing niggardli- 
ness of a government which orders the hold- 
ing of a World's Fair, places it in charge of 
its own agents, who double the outlay; and 
then refuses to contribute a cent, Eight mill- 
ions are needed. If the government loans 
five it will be easy to borrow three. If Con- 
gress does loan five millions it will be without 
interest. Were that much to be borrowed 
from private parties it would cost about a 
quarter of a million. 

It may take the members of the committee 
a few days to study the situation carefully. 
Being intrusted with unlimited power they 


when they reach one—is unanimous it may be 
taken for granted that they have agreed on 
the very best thing that could be, done under

DEMOCRATIC SHEEP-RAISERS AND FREE 
WOOL, . 

When the Free Wool bill passed ‘the House 
it got the vote of all the Democrats with the 
exception of two from Wisconsin. Democrats 
from rural districts in Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, 
Ohio, Michigan, New York, Pbnnsylvania, 
and Massathusetts voted for it, although they 
represonted Democratic sheep-oWning farm- 
ers who would be as much harmed by free 
wool, if itdid any harm, as the Republican 
sheep-raisers on adjoining farms. Many of 
the Congressmen who voted thus come froin 
close districts, If they had feared that their 
course’ would estrange their wool-growing 
Democratic constituents they would have 
dodged or voted m the negative, But they had 
no fears. 

The Democratic leaders when they advocate 
putting wool on the free list do so with the 
serene confidence that they will not lose the 
vote of a single Democratic farmer east of the 
Missouri River, not even in Ohio—in the 
counties in which Lawrence, Delano, Harpster, 
and McKinley live. They do not anticipate 
the loss of a single vote in those Michigan 
counties where Burrows and Horr bleat in 
unison with the sheep they profess to love 80 
much, According to the Ohio trinity of ram- 
raisers the flockmasters of the country form a 
grand, disciplined army, acting in perfect har- 
inony and voting for that party which gives 
them the highest duties on wool. It was the 
threat that that army would vote solidly for 
Democratic Congressmen in 1890 which scared 
the Committee on Ways and Means into con- 
seuting to the increase of the wool duties, and 
the consequent defeat of most of its members. 
Evidently the Democrats are not afraid of 
that organization, Why not? 

Because they know that the Democratic 
sheep-raisers east of the Missouri have reached 
the conclusion that they made a blunder in 
the past when they looked on wool as the 
great source of revenue from sheep. During 
the war there was an enormous demand for 
woolen goods for army use. Cotton was 
scarce, and the shoddy industry had not been 
developed. When the war ended the special 
demund for woolens ceased, and cotton 
poured in in a flood. Wool fell as if it were 
lead. The sheep-raisers were unable to un- 
derstand it, and, anxious to have once more 
the high prices they had been receiving, they 
listened to the Lawrences and other gay de- 
ceivers who told them that high duties woula 


after that will-o’-the-wisp for about a quarter 
of a century. 

They are beginning to see the folly of it 
now. They have seen the prices of their-woo! 
going down with increased duties, and they 
have observed that in Eagland the sheep in- 
dustry is a profitable one, although the wool 
grown there has to compete with that of 
Australia, the Argentine and every other wool- 
growing country under the heavens. They 
have learnt that two-thirds of the profits of 
the English sheep owner come from the sale 
of mutton and only one-third from that of 
wool. The latter is a sort of by-product. The 
mutton crop is the one that is relied on by

THE IE LOUISIANA ELECTION. 

The Louisiana State election has resulted 
apparently in the choice of M. J. Foster for 
Governor by a large plurality, or at least one 
so large that it will not be necessary | for the 
use of the State machinery to do any counting 
out. This election closes one of the most ex- 
citing campaigns Louisiana has had for years. 
There were five tickets in the field—the anti- 
lottery Democrats, combined with the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, ana headed by M. J. Fuster; the 
McEnery Democrats, claiming to be the regu- 
lars, headed by S, D. Metinery; the regular 
Republicans, headed by A. H. Leonard; the 
Custom-House Republicans, headed. by J. E. 
Breaux; and the People’s party, headed by R. 
L. Tannehill. The details of the split be- 
tween the McEnery and Foster factions are 80 
well known that they do not need explanation. 
The split still continues, however, and the re- 
sult of the election is not likely to improve 
the chances of reconciliation, and, in spite of 
the apparent large plurality which Foster has 
received, the McEnery men will be likely to 
contest the election. Had Foster's plurality 
been a small one, or had there been any doubt 
as td the result, there would have been open 
warfare, for the present Governor, Nicholls, is 
not only friendly to Foster, but the whole ma- 
chinery of the State would have been utilized 
to count the latter in. Fortunately for the 
peace of the State it is not necessary. Foster 
unquestionably has been elected, and his fac- 
tion wil] become the regular Democracy of the 
State in place of the Mctinery faction, which 
has been knocked out, and deserved to be by 
reason of its advocacy of the lottery, though 
the octopus itself did not figure to any extent 
in the latter days of the contest. As the Mo- 
Enery men will not be likely to share in any 
of the fruits of the Foster victory the friction 
between them may continue for some time, | 
but hardly to the extent of influencing: the 
vote of the State in November for the *Presi- 
dential ticket. The complexion of the Leis- 
lature, which elects a United States Senator 
to succeed R. L. Gibson, remains in doubt. 
There will be a People’s party, Republicans of 
two factions, and Democtats of two factions 
in it, with a possibility that the Repulicans 
will have a balance of power they might util- 
ize to advantage if they were sodisposed. But 
they are no more likely to improve their op- 
portunities in the legislative election than they 
were in the State election. 

The Republicans, indeed, have thrown away 
their opportunity in such reckless fashion as 
to alienate any dutside sympathy they might 
otherwise have had. With incomprehensible 
fatuity they split into factions just at the tame 
when, at least, they might have made a useful 
record if they had been united, even if they 
had failed to wit: as agairist the Foster com- 
bination. They split ostensibly on the lottery 
question, but really upon the question of pat- 
ronage, Warmoth, the Collector of Customs. 
organizing one faction, with Breaux for its 
candidate, which included the officeholders 
and their followmg. The other, or Leonard 
faction, included nine-tenths of the negro 
voters of the State, who naturally were poonly 
organized and could not freely assert their 
rights. If Leonard could have polled the full 
strength of his following he would have made 
a handsome showing, even as agaist the 
Warmoth defeetaon, as there are 123,942 negro 
voters registered, to 175,326 white, and the 
whites were not strong enough to overcome 
them when their vote was divided. But with 
a divided Republican party there was no hope, 
even if it could have cast its votes as freely as 
the white Democrats. If it had been united, 
however, it would have made a close race 
with the Foster men. There is not much use, 
however, in counting upon any prospect of 
Republican success in that State. Republican 
habits do not seem to be much better in Louis- 
iana than Democratic ones. One compensa- 
tion in the premises is that the McEnery fac- 
tion has been wiped out by another faction 
not quite as rank and corrupt, and that after 
practicing returning-board ‘tactics and swin- 
dling Republicans for years it has had its own 
nose applied to the returning-board grind- 
stone and realizes how good it feels. The 
crowning compensation of Foster’s election, 
however, is the fact that it administers the 
deith-blow to that infamous combine of 
wealth and wickedness, the Louisiana lottery. 


WHEAT HERE AND IN LIVERPOOL, 

In summing up the conclusions arrived at 
from comparing the prices of wheat at several 
different points in three years past, a St. Paul 
paper says it thinks the price at Chicago should 
be the price in Liverpool, minus the cost of 
transferring the grain from the first point to 
the second, and it finds fault with the condi- 
tions alleged to exist preventing this from be- 
ing the rule. Its computations of the items 
of cost that ought to constitute the difference 
are supposed to justify the inference that the 
gap is a far wider one than is consistent with 
a fair allowance therefor, and it seems dis- 
posed to hold the Chicago market responsible 


sumes to be unjustly absorbed by the middie- 
men between the farmer in the Northwest and 
the buyer in Liverpool 

There must be some mistake about this, so 
far as Chicago is concerned, and it ought not 
to go uncorrected. It is easy to arrive at con- 
clusions which are not in harmony with actual 
facta. The truth is that Chicago is far from 
being altogether a speculative market tor 
wheat. It contains some men whose whole 
business is to obtain shipping orders, and 
many who act in that line whenever they get 
the opportunity. Every one of these men 
stands ready to act as buyer and shipper the 
moment he obtains an offer ftom a corre- 
spondent at home or abroad, or the acceptance 
of an offer he has made by lund wire or cable. 
It is a fact that whenever our market is within 
seeing distance of the point at which wheat 
can be shipped without loss to British or 
French ports several cable messages are 
sent at the close of each business day 
naming the price at which ‘the sender 
is willing to undertake the exportation of a 
stated quantity of wheat. The figures named 
are based on the current price of the grain in 
this market with enst of transportation, in- 
suraupe, and intermediate handling, also the 
compensation of the man here who wishes to 
perform the service. The competition is 
usually close enough to make the latter item 
a small one, and it is well known that sume 
men im the business are willing to work for 
half à cent per bushel. This means that 
others are not usually able to get much more 
than that figure. 

Occasionally shipments of wheat are made 
from this city to European ports at the risk 
of the Chicago gender, but this does not alter 
the main fact that the healthy part of the 
business is done on orders from abroad. The 
foreign buyer is all the time in receipt of 
oifers based on a reasonable profit on the

It cannot be diaputed that *. for months 
together the officially quoted prices of wheat 
in London and Liverpool are too low to permit 
shipments from Chicago without loss; yet 
business of that kind is occasionally done be- 
cause the official quotations are below the real 
market. At other times they are away above 
it, so that it is impossible to operate anywhere 
near those figures. It is equally undeniable 
that whenever it is within the limits of a rea- 
sonable profit to people on both sides of the 
Atlantic to buy and sell wheat for shipment 
across it the business is done, and just as much 
of it is transacted as can be performed, “If 
one man will not do it another will,“ and the 
rivalry between contending operators has not 
seldom been so intense as to induce them to 
work at a loss rather than remian idle while 
the business was done by some one else. Soit 
is idle to talk of big and unnecessary profits 
being made in the exporting of wheat from 
Chicago, or of the grain lying inert here when 
a profit can be made in moving it. Presuma- 
bly the same remark may be made with re- 
gard to the men who are in the export busi- 
ness at Duluth and some other points, but as 
they bave recently been the subjects of an 
official investigation the report of the com- 
mittee may be left to speak for them—or 
against them. The stubborn facts of the bus- 


iness here give an emphatic contradiction to, 


the claim that prices for wheat in Chicago are 

needlessly low as compared with Liverpool. 

The calculations referred to are at fault if 

they lead up to any such conclusion. 

THE DEMUCRATS GETTING CONVERTED 
TO RECIPROCITY. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
has agreed to recommend the passage of a 
resolution providing for the appointment of a 
joint reciprocity commission on the part of 
Mexico and the United States. It asks the 
President to invite the Mexican Government 
to select three Commissioners to meet three 
designated by the President and negotiate a 
treaty establishing a greater measure of re- 
ciprocity in the trade relations between the 
two countries. The report says: 

If, reciprocity prevailed between this country 
and Mexico there can be no doubt that the ex- 
ercise of a little enterprise on the part of our 
manufacturers and our producers of food would 
soon give them almost absolate control of Mexi- 
can markets. 

It is a gratifying sign of progress when a 
Democratic committee of a strongly Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives declares in 
favor of reciprocity, especially with Mexico, 
and shows a willingaess to make good one of 
the serious blunders committed by its party. 
In 1883 Gen. Grant negotiated a reciprocity 
treaty with Mexico which, had it been carried 
out, would have been of inestimable advan- 
tage to the interests of the United States. At 
the time when it was made and ratified the 
American railroad systern was being extended 
into Mexico, ang it was expected that the two 
together would give the entire trade of the 
southern republic to the United States.

the treaty in force. Mr. Mills was opposed to 
the free admission of Mexican sugar, thinking 
then, as now, that a non-competitive product 
of that kind ought to pay aduty. The result 
was that the treaty was defeated, the Mexican 
Government was greatly aggrieved and has 
felt sore ever since, and the business done by 
the Mexican-United States railways was much 
less than it would have been. If the Demo- 
crats are ready to atone for their past blun- 
ders and adinit the wisdom of reciprocity so 
much the better. 

During the last fiscal year the United States 
took from Mexico twenty-three million dol- 
lars’ worth of free and four million dollars’ 
worth of dutiable products. This country can 
easily go a step further and enlarge the free 
list so far as Mexico is concerned, for it can 
get advantages in return which will far out- 
weigh the small amount of revenue it mdy 
lose. If Mexico will take off its duties on 
American provisions, breadstuffs, etc., the 
United States ought to be glad to let in free 
lead ores and other natural preducts. The 
two countries are practically non-competitive. 
With freer trade all the manufactured articles 
not made in Mexico would be furnished to its 
people by the United States. 

The Mexican Government has hitherto de- 
pended almost exclusively on customs duties 
for its revenues. It is considering the advis- 
ability of imposing other kinds of taxes so 


that it may be able to lower its tariff. This is,

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THE VOTE ON THE ARIZONA DEBT BILL. 

In 1890 Congress passe l an act authorizing 
the Territory of Arizona for the purpose of 
funding its old indebtedness to issue 5 per 
‘cent bonds, the interest to be payable in 
gold coin or its equivalent in lawful money of 
‘the United States.“ The Territorial officers 
endeavored to float thege bonds at par and 
failed. Soa bill was introduced at the pres- 
ent session providing for the paymeut of the 
interest in “gold coin.“ 

When the bill came upin the House various 
free.silver members wanted to substitute the 
words “legal money of the United States.“ 
Thereupon the Delegate from Arizona ex- 
plained that if that were done the bonds could 
not be floated for less than from 7 to 10 per 
cent, but if the bill were passed as it stood 
they could be sold at 5 per cent and the people 
be saved $75,000 yearly in interest. He said 
further that the Arizonians were paying the 
interest in gold dom at that time. He and his 
people personally were apposed to the gold 
provision as a money question, but they 
looked at the matter from a business stand- 
point. Much to the surprise of Jerry Simpson 
the Delegate stated further that these capital - 
ists who insisted pn a gold bond were Amer- 
icans and not foreigners. | 

The bill passed the Hause unchanged. It 
came up in the Senate day before yesterday, 
and SNN Kyle offered an amendment to 
strike out “gold coin“ and insert “lawful 
money of the United Statqs. It was adopted 
by yeas 28, nays 24, Gray and Palmer being 
the only Democrats who yoted in the nega- 
tive, and the Republicans from the silver 
States being the only members of that party 
who voted inthe affirmative. Senator Hill 
voted in favor of the amendment.

CYCLONE IN THE TYROL, 


i ‘Uprooted- 
Persons Killed and Injured, | ! 

VIENNA, April 20.—A terrific storm, causing 
the death of six persons and the destruction of 
much property, prevailed today in Trent; a 
city in the Tyrol, on the left bank of the 
Adige. The wind blew acyclone. The roofs 
of houses were lifted, trees were uprooted, and 
signs, shutters, and other articles were torn 
from their fastenings and sent flying through 
the air.

He also issued a call for volun- 
teers to defend Zamora ‘and to aid Crespo in 
driving Palacio out of Venezrela. In re- 
sponse to his appeal 600 infantry and five com- 
panies of cavalry that same night left Gua- 
nare, fifty miles southeast of Trujillo, for the 
frontier. They expected to unite en route 
2 other revolutionists from the State of 

ara. 

Gen, Allejandro Ybarra, who was recently 
placed in charge of government headquarters 
in this State, quickly dispatched a strong force 
of infantry under Gen. Tellanco to repulse 
the enemy. When Petlanco reached Tinaco 
he learned that the revolutionists from Zam- 
ora and Lara had effected a union under the 
leadership of Gen. Manzano, one of Crespo’s 
chiefs, 

Manzano, it was further ascertained, had 
captured the Towns of Araure and Acarigua, a 
few leagues to the southwest of Timaco. 

Ybarra pressed on, and after an all-night 
march came up with the revolutionists at sun- 
rise April 7.

Public Premium Pat on Crime—The 
American Car Mast B Adopted,

Lonpon, April 20.—Great outery is being 
made throughout Great Britain at the fre- 
quect outrages, real and imaginary, which 
take pla¢e in the first and second-class com- 
partments of railway trains. The latest 
charge of this kind is that made by a young 
woman against the Hon. Patrick Greville 
Nugent, an Irish gentleman of noble parent- 
age. Nugent protests that it is a case of 
blackmail, and public opinion is on his side. 
But the fact that it follows closely upon the 
heels of half a dozen similar cases 
has created a velitable ‘panic among 
the traveling public. Women decline 
to enter com partments occupied 
by only one man and many London ladies 
have gone over to the slow mode of omnibus 
travel or to the more expensive cab rather 
than run the risk of encountering the railway 
brute, who is fast becoming as great a terror 
as was Jack the Ripper.“ Most men on the 
other hand will not under any circumstances 
enter a compartment occupied by only one or 
even by two women for fear of being black- 
mailed, 

The underground railway system of Lon- 
don in particular affords most unique oppor- 
tunity for women who have adopted —— 

n there are not several co 
to offifiais against women whi succeed in ex- 
torting money from fellow passengers. It is far 
cheaper to pay up than to run the gantlet of 
public censure, no matter how innocent the 
accused may be. 

During the last four weeks there, have been 
no less than six alleged outrages on main-line 
passenger trains, and of these only one was 
proved. 

In this case the victim was a very young 
girl who was obliged to seek refuge on the 
guard-rail outside as so many women have 
done before. But most of the other cases 
are undoubtedly trumped up for blackmailing 
purposes. In the four weeks mentioned there 
probably have been a dozen which have not 
gained like publicity owimg to the iufluence of 
hush money. There ia only one remedy 
for this state of affairs, and that 
is the American passenger car in which 
there are no compartments and to 
whicn train officials have full access, English 
railroad managers are fully alive to the ad- 
vantages of the American system, and if it 
were not for the immense cost would efféct a 
sweeping change at once by substituting” the 
American car for the carriages now in vogue. 
As it is, the principal companies have begun 
to place parlor cars and Pullmans on their 
lines and hope gradually to wipe out a system 
thut puts a public premium on crime. In the 
meantime the insulter of women and the 
blackmailing female will continue to infuse 
terror into the hearts of travelers.

Rees Blown Off wid Tréed 


Persons Killed and Injured, | 
VIENNA, April 29.—A terrific storm, causing 
the death of six pérsons and the destruction of 
much property, prevailed today in Trent, a 
city in the Tyrol, on the left bank of the 
Adige. The wind blew acyclone. The roofs 
of houses were lifted, trees were uprooted, and 


signs, shutters, and other articles were torn

Stragglers Came to Puerto Cabello to Tell 
the Story—General Conscription Para- 
lyzes Industry—Massing of Troops at

PaxAma, Colombia, April 20.—Advices from 
the seaport town of Puerto Cabello, Venezuela, 
announce the utter rout of the government 
troops April 14. At sundown that day Pa- 
lacio’s army made an attempt to dislodge a 
force of insurgents under command of Gen. 
Mora, who was intrenched at a point just be- 
yond Polito. Twice the government soldiers had 
attacked the enemy and failed to drive it from 
ite position. Discouraged over their ill-suc- 
cess Palacio’s troops showed signs of panic, 

but under the stirring appeals of their leader 

they rallied and again charged the enemy. 

The encounter was brief, but furious. 

They were defeated all along tile line and 

turning fled in every direction.

TO PROMOTE AN INDUSTRIAL TOWN. 


Progress of a Deal for the Purchase of an 
Immense Tract of Indiana Land, 

An acre deal which is one of the most im- 
portant operations of its kind, so far us the 
amount of acreage is concerned, is well under 
way. It involves an immense tract in La 
Porte County. Ind., eight miles southenst of 
Valparaiso. If the present plans are not in- 
terfered with 12,000 acres will be placed un- 
det contract at about 880 an are. The first 
contract was signed some days ago and pro- 
vided for the sale of 7,600 acres for $220,000. 
This land was sold by Richard and Pat- 
rick’ Huncheon to a firm of pro- 
moters in this city. Just south of the 
land already contracted for is a section owned 
by an Ohio man, and the extensive holdings 
of John A. sre ee 1 are under 
way for the purchase of the former piece and 
of all of the — lands. On the west of 
the Huncheon tract is a 3,000 acre tract which 
is also being secured under contract. The 
features which are attracting the purchasers 
are the possibilities in the way of railroad 
facilities. Five different railroads cross the 
land already purchased. There are two rail- 
road crossings within the tract, one of five 
roads and one of four. One of these railroad 
junction points is known as La Crosse, while 
the other, about two and one-half miles south, 
is known as Wilders. ‘These two railroad 
points are from fifty-eight to sixty-two miles 
from Chicago. 

An additonal attraction to the manufactur- 
ers is the proximity of the tract to the Stand- 
ard Oil pipe line. This line is parallel with 
the Chicago and Erie rmiroad, and the pump- 
ing works and storage tank of the Standard 
Oil company are just south of the Lomax 
lands on the south side of the Kankakee Riv- 
er. The promoters of this induétrial town 

project have secured a rate from the Standard 
Oil people of $50 a barrel for oil, which is said 
to be 5 cents a barrel less thun the price at 
South Chicago. The coal road has made ar- 
rangements to deliver Indiana coal on the 
grounds at 51.50 a ton. The real purchasers 
are carefully kept in the background. It is 
said, however, that the land is being secured 
in the interest of the Walter A. Wood Manu- 
facturing company and of manufacturers rep- 
resented by James R. Ashley of Joliet.

urchase for a month to John D. Rockefeller.
